THE Massive elhnological show en- 

titled “Jewlsh Life in Morocco” is 
the biggest exhibition over mounted at 
the Israel Muscum. It is also marvellous- 
ly entertaining; the re-creation of a 
streot of Jewish urtisans is a high point. 
But ‘the show raises a number of pro- 
vocalive πόδε ιοπα, Some are answered 
in the Hebrew catalogue, but this will 
not be available for another month or 
so and the French edition months after 
that. (There is no English version nor 
Hinge captions), 

6 show is divided into four main 
Sections. Upstairg, as you enter, the 
large Spertug Gallery ig filled with an 
essentially didactic presentation of Jew- 
ish and community aspects, though the 
social side is rather weak, despite a 
plethora of photographs from town and 
country and a number of fascinating 
documents. The religious part of it, 
mostly traditional Tudaicn, Is very fine 
and includes eynaeogue ert and aspects 
of the “cycle of life”: birth, cireum- 
cision, marriage, divorce, burial and 
the celebration of the Jewish festivals. 

Next door, in the Museum's Library 
foyer, is a show of 19th century paint- 
Inga and drawings by French’ artists 
that depict the Hfe of the Jews or which 
illustrate Jewish Moroccan legends. 

Directly below, in the Goldman- 
Schwartz gallery, ἃ section devoted 
‘to home furnishings, costumes, carpets 
and jewellery provides a sumptuous 
feast for the eye. Here the presentation 
is agsthetie and not didactic (although 
it could have been also didactic had 
the ‘Museum been able to provide the 
means and wherewithal for the re- 
search). The home depicted is οὔθ,
